'•(UP)—Authorities believed today 
that 13-year-old Nancy Haines, 
daughter 
of 
a wealthy, society 


family, killed herself. What im- 
pelled her to do so was a mystery 
which may never be solved. 


Her parent*, Mr. and Mrs. Jo- 


seph Haines, Jr., told authorities 
that Nancy's death "undoubtedly 
was accidental." 


"There is no doubt that this is 


a case of suicide," police 
Chief 


Patrick McKee said. 


Nancy was found last night in 


her bedroom in the Haines man- 
sion at Meadowbrook. Nearby was 
a .32 caliber pistol, the property of 
her father. The bullet that caused 
death entered her brain above the 
right ear, where there were pow- 
der burns, and emerged from the 
left side of her head. 


Conditions Ideal 


She was a normal, happy child. 


There had been no sudden out- 
cropping of "puppy love" notlce- 
afcle to her parents. Her marks in 
school were high. Home conditions 
were described by friends of the 
family as "ideal." 


A few hours before her body 


was found, Nancy walked into the 
room of her brother, George, 16. 


"George," she said, ."how much

"I don't know," George replied, 


looking up from his book.

toes," she said, land'left. 


Soon afterward, George heard a

The mother 
returned home a half hour after

Nancy went to an 
expensive, 


private school where .she stood 
High in her studies. Yesterday aft- 
ernoon, Mrs. Haines called for h^r 
as was her custom, and took her 
home. She left her athletically ' 
dined daughter reading a news- 
paper In the living room when she 
went out. Nancy appeared in <- 
cellent spirits, the mother told 
police.

Haines returned home immedi-
